| IF IT WILL HELP ALBERTA THE 
EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR [IT 
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THE BYE-ELECTION 


Among the distractions of the holiday 
season the Edmonton elector may ‘have 
been more or dimly aware that an 
election campaign is in progress in the 
city, to fill the vacancy in the legislature 
that was created by the death of the late 
Colonel Weaver. Polling takes place on 
Friday of next week. All parts of the city 
are included in the constituency, together 
with Beverly and the district of Belmont. 
Voting is to be done by the 1-2-3-4 method. 
Four candidates are in the field; Captain 
J. C. Bowen, Liberal; Colonel F. C. Jamie- 
son, Conservative; Mr. Elmer Roper, La- 
bor, and Mr. Jan Lakeman, Communist. 

Thus far the campaign has not pro- 
duced an issue of outstanding conse- 
quence. The Conservative and Labor can- 
didates have been indulging in a mildly 
interesting debate as to whether it is the 
particular business of the Dominion or the 
Provincial government to supply employ- 
ment. From which it is to be inferred 
that if the electors want the Provincial 
government to get off the job and put the 
whole responsibility up to Ottawa they 
can say so by voting for Mr. Roper; while 
should they want Ottawa excused and the 
Provincial government held accountable, 
they can express that view by voting for 
Colonel Jamieson. 

The alternative for people who prefer 
to take facts as they stand and who have 
no particular desire to interject bias into 
the situation, is to vote for Captain Bowen. 
So far as reported, the Liberal candidate 
has shown no disposition to manufacture 
political capital out of the misfortunes of 
his fellow townsmen. That surely is the at- 
titude that ought to be taken at this junc- 
ture as a matter of fairness to all parties 
concerned, and the one that will help most 
to bring about a better order of things. 

Academic controversy aside, the plain 
facts are that both the Dominion and the 
Provincial governments are doing what 
they can to relieve distress, are doing it 
in a reasonably succesful way, and neither 
should be denied the credit that is due. 
As for creating opportunities for future 
employment, both governments will have 
to take a hand in that effort, and both 
express the intention of doing so. It may 
be added that neither of them, nor both 
together, can undertake to provide em- 
ployment for all who may choose to come 
here and ask for it, and that neither of 
them can lone-handed carry through an 
administrative policy that will restore and 
maintain prosperity. 

If the outcome of the election is to 
hinge on the question of who should ex- 
tend relief and help to create employment, 
the voters had better mark their ballots 
for Captain Bowen, and leave Colonel 
Jamieson and Mr. Roper to carry on their 
debate in the safe atmosphere of private 
life. That necessary public service would 
not be benefitted by sending to the legis- 
lature a member who considered it to be 
his duty to excuse either government at 
the expense of the other.

THIS WINTER OF OURS 

Climatically the old year went out in 
a blaze of glory. Whatever unpleasant 
memories may linger about the figures in 
the coming days, 1930 will be recatled as 
the year when Indian summer lasted up to 
the New Year. 

Since the slight miscalculation on the 
part of the meteorological department 
early in October, when an advance instal- 
ment of winter descended upon the amazed 
and disgusted public, the elements have 
conspired to make amends and “Califor- 
nia weather” has been the standing order 
of things in this part of the west. 

For two months or more, sunny days 
have followed each other in a succession 
that has hardly been broken, while the 
mercury wandered listlessly from zero to 
a point well above freezing. The sym- 
pathy of the public may be fittingly ex- 
tended to those misguided folk who mis- 
took the October blizzard for the arrival 
of winter, and spent good money for rail- 
way tickets to the southern winter resorts. 

There have been mild winters in Al- 
berta before, and a long open fall is by 
no means uncommon. It is to be doubted 
if the oldest of the Old-Timers who wili 
gather at the annual round-up next month 
will be able to recall a previous year in 
which autumn lingered so long. Certainly 
none need tell us that he ever saw a finer 
fall. That could scarcely be, here or else- 
where. 

It is lucky that the river is bridged at 
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Edmonton, Otherwise this city would 
now be cut off from the outer world. Po- 
licemen are patrolling the banks during 
these holidays to keep boys from sliding 
on the rotten ice—not with invariable suc- 
cess, by the way. The Smoky River near 
Grande Prairie was being crossed by boat 
a week ago, only drift ice preventing the 
operation of the ferry. 

A fur coat thus far has been an en- 
cumbrance rather than a comfort, and 
worn chiefly out of respect for the calen- 
dar and in lieu of a suitable substitute. The 
roads are splendid and motoring a de- 
light. Hockey schedules have been put 
badly out of joint, and games had to be 
pulled off when ice conditions permitted. 
Were it not for a slight covering of snow 
on the ground, baseball and other summer 
games could have been played in Edmon- 
ton under favorable conditions on the last 
day of the year.

ers cease to depend so _ largely upon 
wheat-growing. That is to say, diversi- 
fied farming will have to replace wheat- 
growing where that is practicable. 

There is a large part of the western 
country in which it is idle to suggest that 
mixed farming should become the com- 
mon practice. Mixed farming cannot be 
followed except where there is an ample 
and assured supply of water. Stock can- 
not live without water. 

Central and northern Alberta are parts 
of the west where mixed farming can be 
carried on as well as anywhere in Canada, 
where in fact that type of farming was 
generally followed until a few years ago. 
This is a “dual purpose” country from the 
standpoint of agricultural production. The 
advantage that is held by the farmer in 
this part of the west, on that account, is 
obvious.

The Assembly Fight. 

This was the position of affairs when the assembly 
met at its last session; the government of the Terri- 
tories, which at its first session was centred in the 
representatives of the people, was now centred in the 
lieutenant governor and his four irresponsible ad- 
visers, leaving the majority of the assembly in the 
position of being legislators on sufferance, to be 
heeded or not as the lieutenant governor and his 
advisers might choose.*** Four memb'rs of the 
assembly assumed to control its proceedings and had 
actually exercised control of its finances in defiance 
of the expressed wish of the majority. Their position 
as members of the executive—as puppets of the 
lieutenant governor—gave them the advantage of 
being alone able to introduce financial legislation in 
the house. If the house accepted their legislation it 
practically admitted their right to represent the 
assembly in having given up its control of the funds, 
and admitted the right of a minority to govern, con- 
trary to the express terms of the act. The only 
alternative was to refuse any legislation or motion the 
advisers might offer, and thereby assert its right of 
abso-ute control in legislative matters and emphasize 
the assertion of its right to control the executive as 
well, as provided by the act. This action brought 
out sharply and clearly the differ’nce existing be- 
tween the executive and the assembly; showing that 
a difference did exist, that it was a very wide dif- 
ference and that the majority taking such action were 
not afraid to have their side of the case considered 


on its merits by the people whose battle they were 
fighting. It w also an unmistakable notice to the 
Canadian parli t that if it was desired to give 
the Territories representative local government that 


would only be acceptable on the same 
ntative government’ elsewhere in 
that the majority of the people's 
must control the executive.*** This 
was the simple issue between the executive and the 
house and no nount of obstruction, or threats, or 
trickery, or misrepresentation or disreputable tactics 
of any kind, however skjllfully planned on the part 
of the executive, was able to draw the attention of 
the house from that issue, to which all others were 
for the time made subordinate.

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week begin- 
ning Sunday, January 4th: 

Sunday: Breakfast-—-Eggs poached in milk, serv- 
ed on Melba toast; baked apple. Lunch—Stewed corn, 
spinach, salad of shredded lettuce. Dinner—Roast 
veal, whole wheat dressing, buttered beets, asparagus, 
celery, apricot whip. 

Monday: Breakfast—Fresh fruit, all desired of 
one kind; glass of sweet milk. Lunch-—-Corn muffins, 
string beans, cauliflower salad. Dinner—Broiled 
steak with mushrooms, baked eggplant, salad of 
chépped raw cabbage, pear sauce. 

Tuesday: Breakfast—-Coddled eggs, Melba toast, 
stewed prunes. Lunch—Creamed cucumbers, whole 
wheat bread and butter, head lettuce. Dinner—Yel- 
low cheese (% pound to each serving); mashed tur- 
nips, *Lima bean timbales, salad of shredded spinach, 
Jello or Jell-well 

Wednesday: 
butter; crisp bacon, stewed peaches. 
all desired, with handful of Pecans. 
rabbit, string beans, carrots, sliced tomatoes, 
dish of junket 

Thursday: Breakfast—French omelet on toasted 
cerealu biscuit; stewed figs. Lunch—Baked sweet po- 
tatoes; cooked celery; salad of shredded lettuce, Din- 
ner—Vegetable soup, roast beef, baked grated beets, 
zucchini, salad of raw cabbage, prune whip. 

Friday: Breakfast—Crisp waffle, with butter and 
small amount of maple syrup as desired; broiled ham. 
Lunch—One pint of fresh buttermilk with a dozen 
dates. Dinner—Jellied tomato bouillon; broiled fillet 
of sole; spinach, asparagus, stuffed tomatoes on let- 
tuce; no dessert. 

Saturday: Breakfast—Toasted shredded wheat 
bisiuit with cream. Lunch—Buttered Brussels 
Sprouts, cabbage and pineapple salad. Dinner—Roast 
mutton, stuffed squash, cooked lettuce, string bean 
salad, grapejuice whip. 

Lima Beans Timbales: Press one cupful of cook- 
ed (or canned) lima beans through a sieve or vege- 
table ricer. Add two tablespoons of soft butter, two 
egg yolks, and a half cup of scalded milkr Mix thor- 
oughly, fold in the beaten whites of the eggs and 
bake in molds placed in hot water, until firm or about 
twenty minutes. Loosen from molds with knife and 
turn on to hot dish when ready to serve. 

Note: When fresh fruit is desired at breakfast 
time, it should be used at least thirty minutes before 
breakfast,

James Buchanan told the story of how General 
Jackson “put him in his place” at least a hundred 
times. , 

Mr. Buchanan came back from Russia in 1834, 
ending the special mission to which President Jackson 
had appointed him in 1832. He immediately was 
elected to the United States senate by the Pennsyl- 


vania legislature to fill the unexpired term of William 
Wilkins, who resigned to succeed Buchanan in the 
Russian mission.

The ringworm fungus thrives best 
under conditions of warmth and 
mois ure, therefore, it finds an excel- 
lent point of attack in neglected, 
Sweaty feet. It is found most frequent- 
| ly where the sk n surfaces are pressed 
| together, such as between the tos, 
| especial'y the fourth and fifth toes.
